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GENUINE ANECDOTE, 
OF DEAN SWIFT. 

R. SACHEVEREL, in confequence of a 
D moft inflammatory fermon, preached be- 
ore the Lord Mayor, on November §, 1799, 
was impeached at the har of the Huufe oi Lords, 
in the name of the Commons of Great Britain, 
for high crimes and mifdemeanours, &c.  Flav- 
ing been tried before the Lords, and found yuil- 
ty, he was filenced for the space of three years, 
and his fermoa was condemned to be burnt by 
the hands of the common hangman, which fen- 
tence was rigidly executed. 

When this affair was over, the miniftry took 
very little netice of him, and treated him with 

reat indifference; but upon the redtory of St. 
- Ay Aten Hoiborn, being vacant, the Doctor 
appiied to chem for that living, but they paid no 
regard to his folicitation. Upon which he wrote 
to Dr. Switt, with whom he had a-very flender 
acquaintance, to requeit his incerett with the go. 
vernment for that partth; and fet forthhow much 
he had fuffered for them and their caufe. Dr. 
Swift immediately carried this leuer to Lord Bo- 
lingbroke; then Secretary of State, wao railed 
much at Sachevere!, calling him a buly inier- 
meddling fellow, a prig, and an incendiary,who 
had fet the kingdom in a flame, which could not 
be extinguifhed, and therefore deferved cenfire 
inftead of a reward. To which Swift replied, 
“True, my Lord, but let me tel! you a ftory. 
In a fea-fight in the reign of Charles II. there was 
a very bloody engagement between the Dutch and 
the Englith fleets; in the heat of which a Scotch 
feaman was very feverely bit by a !oufe in his neck, 
which he caught, and ftooping down to crack ix 
between his nails, many of the failors near him 
had their heads taken off by a chain-fhot from the 
enemy, which feattered their brains and blood 
about him. On this he had compaffion upon the 

oor loufe, returaed him to bls place, and bid 
fim live there at difcretion ;° for as he had faved 
his life, he was bound in gratitude to fave his.” 
The recital of this threw Lord Bolingbroke into 
a fit of laughter, who when it was over, faid, 
** The loufe thall have the living for your 
ftory ;” and foon after Sacheverel was prefented 
wiah it.
